Uled meetings with legislators in each jurisdiction. In those 
jurisdictions where a committee of the Assembly was considering 
constitutional issues, members met with that committee. In other 
jurisdictions, the Alberta Committee met with representatives of 
the caucuses of the Assemblies. Without exception, these meetings 
resulted in frank and informative exchanges of views on federal 
unilateral action, a constitutional amending formula, the protect- 
jon of individual rights in a parliamentary democracy, and a nunm- 
ber of rélated issues. The topics of resource ownership. and control 
surfaced in many meetings and hence were widely discussed with leg- 


ietetoes an all jurisdictions. 


In @dadition to meetings with legislators, the Committee met with

The Alberta Committee met with the Manitoba Select Committee 
charged with the responsibility of holding hearings on the 
Ponsti tution in, that province: There was a great deal of 
Support among Manitoba government legislators for the position 
taken by the Alberta Legislature opposing the federal unilateral 
action and amending formula. The opposition members on the 
Manitoba Select Committee focused discussion on resource 

control and ownership. They expressed a point of view 
Supporting federal intrusion into the resource ownership and 


Merce ction of the provinces. 


There was evidence of strong feeling against the federal 
constitutional resolution among the general public in Manitoba. 
Yet, representatives of the Francophone community indicated 
that, owing to a history of discriminatory treatment, it was 
essential that their language and cultural rights be protected 
buedew.. Ihey tentatively ‘suggested that protection of these 
rights in paramount legislation would be acceptable. A few 
members of the academic community in Manitoba voiced support 
for the federal resolution, but had not given consideration to 


what responsibilities should belong to the provinces. 
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ownership, even though, at that time, many people did not 
possess a clear understanding of the relationship between 


energy pricing and energy self-sufficiency for Canada. 
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Il (b) Saskatchewan - Senay Bote bs. EGS) 


The meeting of the Alberta Committee with government and 
Opposition members of the Saskatchewan Legislature confirmed 
that there is considerable agreement on constitutional change 
between Alberta and Saskatchewan. With respect to an amending 
formula, members of the official opposition in Saskatchewan 
voiced support for the Vancouver consensus. During discussion 
of the positive aspects of this formula there was indication 
that government members would give it further consideration. 
Although at the time of this meeting Saskatchewan government 
members were in substantial agreement with the overall position 
of the Alberta Legislature on constitutional reform, they had 
net yet “indicated a total unwillingness to sSuppott the federal

freedoms. The position of the official opposition was similar 
to that of the government. There was support by most politicians 
Wg teeeDrovigce tor the federal resolution. The majoriny of 


the New Brunswick Committee recognized the need for higher energy 


prices to ensure self-sufficiency. 


Public response to the Alberta Committee indicated considerable 
Suppert in New Brunswick for: the position of the six provinces 
then oppesing the. federal resolution.

The Alberta Committee was warmly received in Quebec. It is 

clear that the two provinces share a strong, common position 
against both the process and the content of the federal resol- 
ution. The Alberta Committee met separately with representatives 
of all three parties in the Quebec Legislature. Unanimous con- 
So i was expressed with respect to the preservation of the French 


language and culture in North America. 


The meeting with Union Nationale members revealed that the party 


Was eGleauly, iepposed »to the .federal initiatives 4) Theme was .sub- 
Stantial agreement with Alberta's position on unilateral action, 
the amending formula, and the charter of rights. An informal 
exchange with Parti Quebecois representatives revealed a mutual 
interest in provincial co-operation, and a strong feeling against 
constitutional reform without the equal participation of the pro- 
weices, This position was also expressed by the Liberal repre- 
sentatives; however, there were differences between the Alberta 
position on the amending formula and charter of rights, and that 


of some Liberal members. 


All three parties expressed a strong desire to have Canada's 


constitution written by all of the partners in Confederation. 
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One of the Committee's important observations in Quebec was 


that all three provincial parties vehemently oppose the federal 
Manis veils sa GT i.on ;oOm,. the, -constiitution, while: in contrast ithe 


great majority of Quebec's federal members solidly support it.

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Poise Northwest Territories .- March 1. & 2, 1981 


The Alberta Committee was cordially received in the Northwest 
Territories, and met with a number of. members-of the Northwest 
Territories Legislature. The meeting provided insight into the 


Pear OLies” position on constitutional reform. 


Members of the Northwest Territories Legislature stated that the 
Wetatitorics are all too often neglected by other parliaments in 
southern Canada. It was also noted that visitors are quick to make 
assumptions about the points of view and unique problems of the 
Pevpie of the north, after a visit of only a few short days._ The 
Northwest Territories members expressed frustration at their in- 
ability to contribute to constitutional reform in Canada. Their 
government is not invited to participate in a meaningful way in 


constitutional conferences. 


Discussion focused on aboriginal rights, mobility rights, language 
rights, the status of the government of the Northwest Territories, 
and the desire of the government of the Northwest Territories to 
be represented at constitutional conferences. There is great con- 
cern in the Northwest Territories that pending federal legislation 
(Bill C-48) will prevent the territorial government from gaining 


control of resources in the future. 
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thas Bail, presently before the House of Commons, would give 

the federal povernment the authority to control the pace of 
resource development. Importantly, ownership would not rest with 
Biee nor tic tterr itories.1° Should provincial status eventually 

be conferred on the Northwest Territories, it would become a
